In New Post, Propaganda 
Chief Can ‘Demand In- 
formation From, Give 
Instructions to Highest 
Authorities.’ 


LONDON, July 25 (AP).—Adolf 
Hitler tonight decreed drastic to- 
tal mobiilzation of Germany and 
occupied territories and conferred 
on top-ranking Nazi party leaders 
vast powers to effect the use of 
all resources for the armed forces. 

He appointed Reichsmarshal 
Hermann Goering chairman of the 
Council for Reich Defense, and, 


on Goering’s recommendation, 
named Propaganda Minister Paul 
Joseph Goebbels “plenipotentiary” 
who could in the future “demand 
information from and_ give in- 
structions to the highest Reich 
authorities.” 

(This wording suggested the 
possibility that even Hitler might 
on occasion be subject to ques- 
tioning or direction of his subordi- 
nates. However, the greater 
probability was that “highest 
Reich authorities” referred to ad- 
ministrative heads, not the Fueh- 
rer himself. 

Goering Names Goebbels. 

(Reichsmarshal Goering in the 

has been oloked on as Hit- 
ler’s heir apparent and possible 
successor if German leadership at- 
tempted to obtain something bet- 
ter than unconditiona lsurrender. 
Since 1940 Goering has been presi- 
dent of the Council for War Econ- 
omy). 

Today's decree, as broadcast 
from Berlin, said Goering would 
“propose to me” (Hitler) a pleni- 
potentiary. Goering proposed 
Goebbels, whom iHtler named. 

Earlier Gestapo Chief Heinrich 
Himmiler had been named com- 
mander in chief of the German 
home army as an aftermath of 
the announced momb attempt last 
Thursday on Hitler's life. 

A vast blood purge of the Prus- 
sian military leadership, from gen- 
eral officers down to majors, has 
been reported in progress in Ger- 
many since then. 

The governmental reorganiza- 
tion came with Russian army 
groups less than 50 miles from 
Warsaw, less than 150 from Ger- 
man Silesia, and within artillery 
range of East Prussia, In France, 
American and British armies were 
on the offensive. In Italy, two 
shattered German armies were re- 
treating toward the Gothic line in 
the north,

NEW YORK, July 25 (AP). 
EVERAL United. States 
S task forces “with powerful 
groups of aircraft carriers 
as the mainstay” are maneuv- 
ering in the waters of the Mari- 
anas, some 1500 miles from 
Tokyo, but the “time is not yet 
ripe for our fleet to come out 
and attack the enemy,” the 
Tokyo radio asserted today.

Later, he asserted: “Undoubt- 
edly, our combined fleet is far 
inferior to the enemy’s as far 
as aircraft strength is con- 
cerned, The fleet which loses 
command of the air is destined 
for defeat and immediate rout 
from the scene of battle.” 
Democratic City Chair- 
man Doubts Leaders 
Aiding Clark Can Hold 
Voters in Line. 


Chairman George M. Murphy of 
the Democratic City Committee 
announced today that he would 
support Attorney General Roy Mc- 
Kittrick for the Democratic nom- 
ination for United States Senator 
in his ward, the Fifteenth, on the 


South Side. 


He asserts that many of the 
Democratic committee members 
who had put Senator Bennett C, 
Clark on their slates for renom- 
ination would be unable to hold 
the voters of their wards in line 
for Clark as against McKittrick. 
Some of these committeemen have 
confided as much to him, he 
added. 

From what he has been able to 
learn since returning from the na- 
tional convention at Chicago last 
week, Murphy said, he does‘ not 
expect many votes to be changed 
from McKittrick to Clark because 
of the nomination of Clark’s cok 
league and political friend, Sena- 
tor Harry S. Truman, for Vice 
President. “I think people’s minds 
are made up and that the Truman 
nomination will not change the sit- 
uation,” he asserted. 


“Cannot Hold Workers.” 


“As chairman of the Democratic 
committee,” said Murphy, “I get 
impartial reports on the wishes of 
the people and I believe that Mc- 
Kittrick will carry more than 20 
of the 28 wards of St. Louis, with 
a majority in the city of 18,000 to 
20,000. I know that in many wards 
where the leaders are for Clark 
that they cannot hold their work- 
ers and the people in line. 


“Clark has been no help to the 
Democratic organization, except 
to help himself. The people just 
won't vote for him. The Demo- 
cratic platform, the President’s ac- 
ceptance speech, the keynote ad- 
dress and other pronouncements 
of party policy are all a repudia- 
tion of the record of Senator 
Clark. 

“The President stated that ‘the 
people would decide the issues on 
the record.’ I have decided to 
support McKittrick on his record 
as Attorney General and on his 
record of support of the national]

Senator Thinks . War

‘Political Preview’ De- 
velops Few Details; All 
Agree Generally on 
Need to Prevent War.

Outstanding in the “political 
preview” conducted by the League 
of Women Voters at Hotel Jeffer- 
son yesterday, which was ad- 
dressed by most candidates of both 
major parties for United ‘States 
Senator, Governor, Congressmen 
and Mayor, was the discussion by 
the senatorial candidates of the 


peace and foreign policy queation. 


This was notable more for the 
lack of detailed statement of their 
views on the part of all the speak- 
ers, than for any specific program, 
but all agreed on the need of some 
action to prevent future war. 


Clark’s Statement. 


Senator Bennett C. Clark, Demo- 
crat seeking renomination, who 
has been under heavy attack as a 
pre-Pearl Harbor isolationist and 
a belated follower of President 
Roosevelt's policies, made the most 
detailed statement on the subject. 


“IT stand on every plank and 
every item of the Democratic 
platform I helped adopt at Chi- 
cago last week,” he declared. 
“Since I have been in the Senate 
I have never knowingly depart- 
ed from any plank of the pre- 
ceding Democratic platform or 
personal pledges I made to the 
people of Missouri.” 

This assertion was met by some 
boos and cries of amazement. in 
the luncheon audience of more 
than 900 persons. Clark continued 
with the statement that he be- 
lieved in the 1940 platform’s stand 
against joining in the war and sup- 
ported it, but that there had been 
difference of opinion as to the 
best way to stay out of the war, 
and it was a question of who was 
right as to the method. 


“When war came without the 
volition of the United States,” 
Clark went on, “every loyal 
American dismissed from his mind 
any question of the best way to 
stay out and gave all his energy 
to winning the war. We're all in- 
terested in winning the war. When 
it’s won we'll be confronted by 
tremendous questions in winning 
the peace. 


“I think out of this war should 
come an international organiza- 
_tion with the full co-operation 
and leadership of the United 
States, which will be able to 
bring about abolition of future 
wars. I don’t believe it is pos- 
sible at this time, in view of the 
international situation, to draw 
a blueprint of the form that 
organization shall take. I don’t 
believe we can go beyond the 
Democratic platform, which was 
essentially the Connally resolu- 
tion which we all helped to 
pass.” 

Clark praised the policy of Sec- 
retary of State Hull in seeking 
advice and co-operation of mem- 
bers of Congress, as likely to pre- 
vent the sort of frustration that 
occurred in the Senate after the 
World War.

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16 Generals, Prisoners of Reds, 
Appeal to Germans to Quit War 


MOSCOW, July 25 (AP).—Mos- 
cow newspapers printed today 
over the names of 16 captured 
German generals an appeal to all 
German officers and soldiers to 
renounce ..dolf Hitler and bring 
the war to a close by refusing to 
fight further. 

Reproductions of the signatures 
of the generals were headed by 
that of Gen. Velkers, former com- 
mander of the Twenty-seventh 
Army Corps. = 

The statement declared that the 
signers, through long service in 
the German Army in two wars, 
had come to the conclusion that 
the present struggle is hopeless. 
They appealed directly to the Ger- 
man Army to: ' 

1. Break with Hitler immedi- 
ately. 

2. Denounce all orders from 

him or his henchmen, 

3. Bring to an immediate end 

“this senseless bloodshed.” 

The generals said it wag the

duty of all German officers to 
explain this situation to their 
troops, 

The Russians took care to see 
that the statement would reach 
Germany, broadcasting it over 
shortwave radio and dropping 
thousands of printed copies in 
German-held territory, 


y nightfall tonight, the Rus- 
sians said, a large portion of the 
German Army should know of the 
appeal of the generals, who de- 
clared their action was voluntary 
and was prompted by love of their 
country. 


The statement asserted 30 Ger- 
man divisions have been destroyed 
by the Red Army’s current sum- 
mer offensive and that to continue 
the fight would be suicidal: for 
Germany.

MOSCOW, July 25 (AP).—Swift 
Russian columns supported by 
tanks, Cossacks and swarms of 
planes were less than 50 miles to- 


day from Warsaw, after splitting 
German armies in central Poland 
by capturing Lublin and Lukow. 

The drive over the unobstructed 
plains carried the Reds 40 miles 
forward in 24 hours. Before night- 
fall yesterday they were on the 
approaches of Siedice (which the 
Germans announced they had 
evacuated), 50° miles east of the 
Polish capital. Lukow is 20 miles 
south of Siedlce, 

As seven Russian armies plunged 
westward on an 850-mile front 
stretching from the Baltic repub- 
lics to the Carpathians, Moscow 
announced in a special communi- 
que that four of the armies had 
killed or captured 539,890 Germans 
in the first month of the Soviet 
summer offensive. The regular 
communique said that a fifth 
army, the First Ukrainian, under 
Marshal Ivan 8, Konev, had cap- 
tured 17,175 and killed 30,000 of 
the encircled forces at Brody, 
northwest of Lwow, thus increas- 
ing the total Germans killed and 
captured by the five armies since 
June 23 to 587,065. 

One Drive Toward Krakow. 

Soviet forces were less than 20 
miles from the Wisla (Vistula) 
River, which flows by Warsaw 
and forms the last natural bar- 
rien to Germany itself. A swift 
crossing of the Wisla would out- 
flank the Warsaw area and ex- 
pose the garrison of the city, 
which had a prewar population of 
1,265,700, to attack from the south. 

Below Lublin the Russians 
crossed the San River in several 
places and were within 140 to 150 
miles of German Silesia. This 
drive was striking westward to- 
ward Krakow on the road to Ger- 
many. The San was reached on 
a 6S0-mile front from Jarosiaw 
northward. (Berlin has acknowl 
edged the abandonment of Jaros- 
law). | 

Soviet pilots reported scenes of 
panic around Warsaw, with roads 
choked with transport. The main 
frontal assault toward Warsaw 
was 50 miles wide and indications 
were that other army groups from 
the northeast Bug River and from 
captured Lublin were about to 
join in a co-ordinated assault on 
the capital, 319 miles from Berlin. 

Reds Cut Nazi Escape Line. 

By capturing Lublin yesterday— 
the city is in the geographic cen- 
ter of old Poland—the Russians 
split the German armies of the 
North and South on the east side 
of the Wisla and San Rivers; by

Russian frontier, 


Russian forces, well across the 
Bug and advancing awiftly, are 
leas than 50 miles from Warsaw. 


“The Red Army has reached the 
state frontier between the Soviet 
Union and Poland,” said the Mos- 
cow statement, issued by the Peo- 
ple’s Commissariat of Foreign Af- 
fairs, “Soviet troops together 
with the Polish Army operating 
on the Soviet-German front have 
crossed the western Bug River, 
have crogsed the Soviet-Polish 
frontier and have entered Polish 
territory.” 


The statement asserted the Red 
Army had entered Poland “‘to help 
the Polish people in the task of 
their liberation from the yoke of 
the German invaders and for the 
restoration of an independent, 
strong and democratic Poland.” 
It said the Soviet Union consid- 
ered the administration of liberat- 
ed territory the. “task of the 
Polish people.” 


“The Soviet Government does 
not pursue aims of acquiring any 
part of Polish territory or of a 
change in the social structure in 
Poland,” the statement declared,

WASHINGTON, July 25 (AP).-— 
Secretary of the Navy Forrestal 
reported today that American cas- 
ualties in the conquest of Saipan 
Island, in the Marianas, totaled 
16,463 men, including 3049 killed 
in action, 13,049 wounded and 365 
missing. 

He told a press conference that 
more than §000 of the wounded 
already had returned to duty and 
are participating in the attack on 


Tinian Island, also in the Mari- 
anas. 

“This reduces our net losses at 
Saipan by about a third,” he said, 
“and it speaks volumes for both 
the morale of the troops and the 
effectiveness of the medical 
corps.” 

An earlier casualty list for Sal- 
pan issued July 13 gave American 
losses as 15,053, with 235 killed, 
11,481 wounded and 1213 missing. 
Forrestal]’s figures thus represent 
an increase of 690 in the number 


number of missing and increase 
of 1568 in the number of wound- 
ed, an over-all increase in the 
number of casualties of 1410. 


20,720 Japs Killed. 


The enemy dead on Saipan, For- 
restal said, totaled 20,720 known to 
have been killed—that many have 
been buried by American troops. 
In addition, he said, Japanese pris- 
oners of war number 1707 and 14,- 
192 civilians have been interned. 

“The number of prisoners taken 
on Saipan is by far the greatest 
taken In any operations against 
the Japanese in the war to date,” 
Forrestal said.

Resistance — English 
Gain Mile Below Caen 


—No Details on Yanks’ 
Assault,

SUPREME HEADQUARTERS, 
ALLIED EXPEDITIONARY 
FORCE, July 25 (AP).—Supported 
by some 4000 warplanes, the 
American and British Armies 
struck forth at both ends of the 
100-mile Normandy front today 
and shoved the Germans back- 
ward in probably the greatest co- 
ordinated ground drive since 
D-day. 

Three thousand United States 
planes, including 1500 heavy bomb- 
ers, smashed at the Germans op- 
posing the new American offen- 
sive, location of which was not 
disclosed, 
~This was the largest number of 
heavy bombers ever used by any 
air force on a single mission and 
the over-all force was likewise the 
largest ever used for one opera- 


tion, surpassing the 3000 planes 
used to open the British attack 
below Caen last week. In that 
operation 8000 tons of bombs were 


‘unloaded on an area about seven 


miles wide and 10 long. 
The bomb weight today prob- 
ably will not reach last week's 


‘| total, however, because the air- 


men used nearly all light and 
fragmentation bombs, designed to 
stun enemy troops and anesthetize 
them to a ground attack, without 
churning up the earth over which 
the doughboys expect to be ad- 
vancing. 

In addition to the bombs of the 
heavy, medium and light bombers, 
the Germans were subjected to 
machine-gun and rocket fire of 
Allied fighter planes.

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ARGENTINA RECALLS ENVOY 


‘IN VIEW OF HULL STATEMENT 


Declares Secretary’s Comments Could Not 
Be Accepted Without Impairment of 
People’s Dignity. 


BUENOS AIRES, July 25 (AP). 
—The Argentine Government an- 
nounced last night that it had re- 
called its Ambassador to Wash- 
ington, Adrian Escobar. 

A communique said the decision 
was taken “in view of the state- 
ments regarding Argentina’s po- 
sition attributed to the United 
States Secretary of State in dis- 
patches from Washington.” 

The announcement said that 
such siatements, if confirmed, 
“would constitute éxpressions 
which the Government and the 
people of Argentina could not ac- 
cept without impairment of their 
dignity.” 

State Department’s Report. 

Although the communique did 
not specify the statements attrib- 
uted to Secretary Hull, it appar- 
ently referred to dispatches from 
Washington which said Hull dis-. 
closed yesterday that the State 
Department had sent a report to 
all Latin American nations setting 
forth Washington’s views on Ar- 
gentina. 


At a press conference yesterday, 
the dispatches added, Hull said 
the United States was making 
Known the basic policies which 
separate the attitude of American 
nations supporting the Allied 
cause and of the attitude of the 
American nation supporting an- 
other cause, 

The dispatches were approved 
for publication by Argentine 
authorities early today, about nine 
hours after their receipt here. 

Slip in Censorship, 

Censorship attempted to delay 
for six hours transmission of the 
announcement of the recall of 
Escobar, despite assurance given 


foreign correspondents Saturday 
that censorship had been lifted. 
Apparently, the Government did 
not wish the Ambassador to learn 
of his recall from the newspapers, 
sources here said, and the order 
was given to detain all cables on 
the subject until 6 a. m. How- 
ever, the announcement was made 
at midnight for publication in 
Argentine morning newsapapers. 
One cable censor apparently 
misunderstood the instructions, 
with the result that news of the 
recall was transmitted through 
the channel he was manning. 
The recall of Escobar came sev- 
eral weeks after United States 
Ambassador Norman Armour and 
British Ambassador Sir David V.

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FIGHTING IN ITALY

Nazis Give Ground Slow- 
ly Along the Arno — 
8th Army 10 Miles 


From Florence.

ROME, July 25 (AP).—Steadily 
driving the Germans from one de- 
fensive position after another, Al- 
lied armies pushed within 10 
miles of Florence and made lim- 
ited gains elsewhere today along 
the Italian battlefront. 

Official reports said the tempo 
of the fighting had dwindled as 
the Germang gradually gave 
ground while preparing their de- 
fenses along the north bank of 
the Arno River between Florence 
and the west coast. However, a 
brisk fight developed east of San 
Miniato when the Germans 
launched two counterattacks in 
an unsuccessful effort to prevent 
the Fifth Army from extending 
its lines eastward toward Flor- 
ence. 

American troops have cleared 
the enemy from the south side of 
the Arno.along a sector from the 
west coast to a point within 18 
miles of Florence. 

The greatest threat to the Nazi 
defenders of Florence, however, 
was frdm the south. Fifth and 
Eighth Army units steadily drove 
the enemy back on’ an arc run- 
ning southwest to southeast of 
the historic city. 

Units moving up Highway 2, 
main artery to Florence from the 
south, seized the town of Strada 
and captured more than 60 Ger- 
mans. To the east of Strada, 
South Africans seized Mount Fill 
and their armored cars pushed on 
against brisk opposition, 

British guardsmen fighting 
alongside South African troops 
gained the heights of Mount Do- 
mini, two miles from Greve and 
12 miles south and slightly east of 
Florence. Greve was found clear 
of enemy troops.

He is to examine the entire state 
organization, including Reich rail- 
ways, Reich post and all public in- 
stitutes, organizations and enter- 
prises, with the aim of releasing, 
by complete rational employment 
of men and means, by closing 
down or restricting the tasks of 
lesser importance to the war and 
by simplifying their organization 
and their procedure, the maximum 
of man power for the armed 
forces and armaments. For this 
purpose he can demand informa- 
tion from supreme Reich authori- 
ties and can issue instructions to 
them. 

Legal instructions to be issued 


| accordingly by competent supreme 


Reich authorities and fundamen- 
tal administrative instructions will 
be issued in agreement with the 
Reichminister and chief of the 
Reichchancellery, head of the 
party chancellery and delegate 
general for Reich administration. 

The head of the party chancel- 
lery will actively support meas- 
ures decreed by me, by directing 
the party effort according to the 
full powers given him. 

By reason of this decree, the 
Fuehrer, acting on the recommen- 
dation of Reichsmarshal Hermann 
Goering, chairman of the minis- 
terial council for Reich defense, 
has appointed Reichsminister Dr. 
Goebbels to be “Reich plenipoten- 
tiary for the total war effort.” 


Harsher Control Likely, 
The appointments are a step 
toward tighter Nazi control of the 


home front following seizure of 
control of the army. 

Out of a maze of reports of 
seething turmoil gripping the 
Reich it has become clear that as 
long as the Nazis are directing the 
war—and without question they 
are in the driver’s seat now—they 
are prepared to carry on even 
though Germany itself becomes a 
battleground, 

Transocean News Agency said 
in a broadcast from Berlin there 
were indications that “a great 
number of new decrees, some of 
them cutting deep into our every- 
day life, may be expected soon.” 
It added that the Germans “shall 
become a people of fighters in the 
moat literal sense of the word,”

(He charged that German of- 
ficers had sabotaged military op- 
erations by failing to carry out 
orders. with necessary speed, but 
promised that “some measures” 
would be taken to halt the Red 
armies.) 

Foreign Secretary Anthony Eden 
told the House of Commons that 
the Reich government “had been 
at great pains” to prevent infor- 
mation on the upheaval in Ger- 
many from leaking out and that 
he was unable to estimate the full 
extent of the trouble “or to draw 
any inferences as to its likely de- 
velopment.” 

He added, however, that “we 
might justly draw encouragement 
from the recent news.” 

No Civilian Uprising. 

One thing stands out in the 
whole picture, There has not been 
even a rumor of any attempt by 
German civilians to rise against 
the Nazis through strikes or other 
demonstrations. This indicated 
that any organized opposition cen- 
tered almost entirely among the 
military. 

(A London broadcast recorded 
in New York said Franz von Pa- 
pen, German Ambassador to Tur- 
key, “has sent a telegram of loy- 
alty to Hitler.” The broadcast 
added that “following the attempt 
on Hitler’s life, Von Papen had 
retired to his quarters for two 
days, declining to see any visit- 
ors.” Von Papen was the go-be- 
tween who negotiated the alliance 
between Hitler and the German 
Junker generals in 1933.) 

A leader of the battered German

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.$.-BRITISH OIL. 
TALKS UNDER WAY 
AT WASHINGTON 


Creation of Commission 
for Study of World Re- 
sources to Be Chief 
Task. 


WASHINGTON, July 25 (AP).— 
British-American’ talks aimed at a 
common postwar oil policy got 
under way today with both sides 
expecting quick agreement. 

| Lord Beaverbrook heads the 
British delegation, which is talk- 
ing with an American Cabinet 
group led by Secretary of State 
Hull. 

The conversations are based 
on recommendations worked out by 
a group of British and American 
technical experts two months ago, 
and conclusions are to be set down 
_in a signed agreement or exchange 
of notes, 
| The main goal is a permanent 
| British-American commission to 
study world oil resources and 
needs, so that production can be 
regulated accordingly. 

Once an agreement is reached 
between this Government and 
Britain, other countries interested 
in petroleum, such as Russia and 
several South American nations, 
will be invited to similar discus- 
sions, 

The American plan to build a 
pipeline across Saudi Arabia is not 
expected to come up, because this 
Government has dropped the idea 
as a federally-sponsored wartime 
project. 

Recommendations before the 
American and British delegations 
include: 

1. That nationals of each coun- 
try should have equal opportu- 
nity in the attempt to get new 
oil concessions. Since many of 
the Middle Eastern productive 
areas are traditionally aligned 
with Britain politically, this may 
open many new fields to Ameri- 
can producers, 

2. That concessions already 
held by United States and Brit- 
ish nationals be respected. 

3. That world oil production 
should be gauged to world de- 
mand, so that there wilh never 
again be wasteful depletion of 
resources through competitive 
“gas wars” or monopoly-created 
scarcities,

U. S. Committee to Hold 
Hearings Aug. 1 and 2 
on Charges of Discrim- 
ination. 


Eight St. Louis manufacturing 
plants with Government contracts 
were named today by the Fair Em- 
ployment Practices Committee as 
having been cited for discriminat- 
ing against Negroes in their em- 
ployment programs. Hearings 
will be conducted here Aug. 1 and 
2 on the charges, the committee 
announced. 

Seven of the eight companies 
were charged with refusing to 
hire needed and available Negro 
women war workers and with re- 
fusing to promote Negro workers 


to jobs that would fully utilize|— 


their acquired skills. 

These seven are Amertorp Cor- 
poration, 3200 South Kingshigh- 
way; Bussman Manufacturing Co., 
2536W University street, manu- 
facturers of electrical equipment; 


Wagner Electric Corpora: 
6400 Plymouth avenue; -Carter 
Carburetor Corporation, 2840 
North Spring avenue; St. Louis 
Shipbuilding & Steel Co., foot of 
Arlee street; McDonnell Aircraft 
Corporation, 411 Ner‘h Seventh 
street, and the McQuay-Norris 
Manufacturing Co., 2320 Marconi 
street. 
Cartridge Company Named. 

The eighth company was the 
United States Cartridge Co., which 
operates the St. Louis Ordnance 
Plant in Goodfellow boulevard for 
the Government., It was charged 
with having dismissed Negro em- 
ployes during an employment cut- 
back period and at the same time 
retaining white employes with less 
seniority an“ with having denied 
reinstatement to Negroes solely 
because of their color. 

Malcolm Ross, FEPC chairman, 
gaid the full membership of the 
committee would conduct. the 
hearings here in the Federal 
Building at Twelfth boulevard and 
Market street. Ernest C. Trible 
and Frank D, Reeves, staff mem- 
bers, will serve as FEPC counsel, 

Other members of the commit- 
tee who will participate are Miss 
Sara Southall, supervisor of em- 
ployment and service of the Inter- 
national Harvester Co.; Milton P. 
Webster, international vice presi- 
dent of Sleeping Car Porters; 
Boris Shiskin, economist of the 
AFL; John Brophy, director of 
the CIO Industrial Union Coun- 
cils; Charles L. Horn, president 
of the Federal] Cartridge Corpora- 
tion, and Charles H. Houston,-a 
lawyer of Washington. 

Lt. Col. Seth Ward, commanding 
officer at the ordnance plant, told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter the com- 
pany had been invited to answer 
questions. concerning the employ- 
ment of Negroes and would have 
m representative at the hearings. 
Officers of the other companies, 
however, declined to comment, 
Each pointed out that some Ne- 
groes are now employed in their 
plants. 

Paul Connole, manager of the 
United States Employment Serv- 
ice office at 410 North Broadway, 
explained that his office is re- 
quired to make reports to the 
FEPC on any St. Louis plant with 
Government contracts that does 
not fully use the available Negro 
or white workers. 

War Effort Suffers. 

“The practice of some plants 
here of refusing to hire Negro 
workers,” he said, “is too frequent 
for the good of the war effort.” 
He declined to enlarge on that 
statement. 

He pointed out that USES em- 
ployes are now making door-to- 
door canvasses in Negro districts 
of St. Louis in an effort to recruit 
Negro men for war work. “We 
need as many Negroes as we can 
get,” he said. 

The FEPC was created by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt to carry out ad- 
ministration policies concerning 
labor practices in war plants. It 
is affiliated with the War Man- 
power Commission and its recom- 
mendations on racial issues are 
forwarded to the President.

Thusdering west on the shortest 
road to Warsaw, other columns 
passed through Lukow in hot pur- 
suit of shattered German rear- 
guards, leaving behind them 6500 
populated places which they had 
freed from the Nazis. The seizure 
of Lukow represented a 40-mile 
gain in 24 hours. 


Soviet troops were frontally at- 
tacking by-passed Brest Litovsk, 
as well as Bialystok on the Lenin- 
grad-Warsaw railway, : 


Lwow’s Fall Seems Near. 


In the south the capture of the 
great rail center of Lwow ap- 
peared imminent as Russian 
troops swept around to its west 
side and took Jaworow, 30 miles 
to the west-northwest; Sadowa- 
Wisznia, 30 miles west, and 
Moscyshka, 40 miles to the west. 
The fall of Sadowa-Wisznia and 
Moscyshka cut the Lwow-Krakow- 
German Silesia trunk railway. The 
capture of Moscyshka put the 
Russians 15 miles east of 
Przemysl. Other Russian forces 
are moving on Przemysl from the 
north, 

(The German communique re- 
ported bitter fighting continuing 
inside Lwow, third city of Poland 
already by-passed and 60 miles be- 
hind Red vanguards, 


(The Polish Telegraph Agency 
in London reported the Germans 
had been?’ driven out of three- 
fourths of Lwow, and the Poles 
in the remainder of the city re- 
volted against the Nazis, with 
street battles raging. The agency 
said its information was based on 
an underground broadcast.) 

Red forces southwest of Lwow 
crossed the Dnestr River and cap- 
tured Halicz, 14 miles north of 
Stanislawow, gateway to the Car- 
pathian mountain passes. 


(The Berlin radio said the Rus- 
sians were preparing another of- 
fensive north of Iasi, 174 miles 
northeast of the Romania oll cen- 
ter of Pioeati,) 

Advances in Baltic Area. 

The destiny of Warsaw over- 
shadowed all the other immediate 
developments in the tremendous 
Soviet offensive, but in the Baltic- 
Lithuania area Russian troops 
captured Vabalninkas, 70 miles 
southeast of Riga, while north- 
east of Lake Peipus a Red column 
entered Sosnitsi, 48 miles south- 
east of Narva. 

The action southeast of Narva 
marked the resumption of an at- 
tack from a bridgehead inside the 
Soviet Estonian Republic in the 
30-mile corridor between ke 
Peipus and the Baltic Sea. his 
seemed to be a drive along the 
Gulf of Finland toward the Eston- 
ian capital of Tallinn.

Defeats Proposals to End 
Control of Forestry and 
to Abolish Condemna- 
tion Power.

JEFFERSON CITY, July 25.— 
The non-political Missouri Conser- 
vation Commission, subject to con- 
stant attack by politicians since 
its creation eight years ago, yes- 
terday survived an attempt in the 
Constitutional Convention to whit- 
tle down its authority over the 
natural resources of the State. 

Voting down proposals that 


would have taken from the com- 
mission control of forestry and 
the right to acquire land by con- 
demnation, delegates to the con- 
vention declared their intent to re- 
tain in the new constitution all 
the authority given the commis- 
sion by the voters when they es-, 
tablished it. 

The commission was established 
by a constitutional amendment 
approved by the voters in 1936 ahd 
reaffirmed by them in 1940. Most 
of the delegates, as they did in the 
case of the non-partisan court 
plan, expressed a desire to retain 
without change any constitutional 
provision that had been adopted 
by the people. 

As presented to the convention 
by its Committee on Agriculture 
and Conservation, the present pro- 
vision for the commission would 
be carried over into the new con- 
stitution, with the addition, how- 
ever, of two sections providing 
for judicial review of all final de- 
cisions of the commission and 
public filing of all commission reg- 
ulations -in the office of the Sec- 
retary of State. 

Park Upholds Board. 

The attempt to remove forestry 
from the commission's jurisdiction 
brought to the defense of the ex- 
isting amendment a group of dele- 


gates which included Former Gov. 


Guy B. Park, Former State Sena- 
tor Allen McReynolds, Former 
Republican National Committee- 
man Jacob L. Babler and Presi- 
dent Franc L. McCluer of West- 
minster College. 

Answering arguements of op- 
ponents of the present law, who 
said that control of forestry should 
be given to a separate department, 
Park asserted tht conservation and 
forestry are “related not only in 
our present constitution, but also 
in the laws of nature.” 

He disclosed that he twice had 
voted against the conservation 
amendment, “But I’m not a die- 
hard,” he added. “What's the 
diffeernce who has control over 
the planting of trees? I think it’s 
a good thing for us to listen to 
the voice of the people.” 

Babler argued that it was neces- 
gary for the Conservation Com- 
mission to have control over for- 
estry in its program to increase 
game and fish. “This forestry 
program has no cost to the tax- 
payers,” he said. “The sportsmen 
of the state are footing the bill.” 

McReynolds asked the conven- 
tion to “recognize what's been 
done. This forestry work has 
been carried on by the commis- 
sion for three or four years. Why 
should we discard that and say, 
‘Let's start all over.’” 

McCluer said that taking away 
control of forestry from the com- 
mission would reduce it from a 
conservation agency to a game 
and fish department. 

How Issue Arose. 

The issue was brought before 
the convention innocently last 
week by Delegate Marshall E. 
Ford of Marysville, who proposed 
to strike out the word “forestry” 
from the present constitutional 
provision, for the purpose of pre- 
venting a duplication with a sec- 
tion on forestry which the con- 
vention had approved in the ag- 
riculture file. When opponents of 
the Conservation Commission 
seized on this, Ford realized his 
error and attempted to withdraw 
his motion, but the opponents 
prevented it. His motion was 
finally defeated yesterday. 

Then Delegate W. O. Hanks of 
Joplin offered an amendment 
that would remove the commis- 
sion’s power to acquire land by 
condemnation, an authority which 
the commission has never exer- 
cised. Hanks said that power 
“amounted to confiscation of the 
private property of one class of 
people, the farmers, for the bene- 
fit of another, the sportsmen.” 

The majority of delegates, tired 
by this time of repeating that 
they intended to follow the pres- 
ent constitutional provision, voted 
down the Hanks amendment with- 
out bothering to reply.

There is a distinct possibility 
that the German people are being 
stirred up against the Junkers in 
an internal war of class hatred 
and murder; in part to distract 
attention fron? the military disas- 
ters or to find scapegoats for 
them, and in part to-get rid of 
men in high military office whom 
Hitler and Himmler can no longer 
trust. 

But it will not be possible for 
the SS to take over the full com- 
mand of the army for the reason 
that there are not enough experi- 
enced 8S officers to furnish com- 
manders and key staff officers for 
300-odd divisions, 100 to 150 army 
corps, 25 armies and eight groups 
of armies, besides the high com- 
mand and the services of supply. 


A good deal therefore depends 
on the number of officers of high 
rank on: whom the new regime 
can really depend. That there may 
be quite a few such officers is in- 
dicated by the appointment of 
Gen, Guderian@s chief of staff of 
the army. He is an able officer 
of. wide reputation and has the 
respect of most of his colleagues, 
but is not a member of the Nazi 
party. It- is quite possible that 
there is still a tendency to com- 
promise, 

In the Inner circles of the Gen- 
eral staff there are probably many 
officers who, understanding this 
war to be lost, are even now pre- 
paring for a new attempt to con- 
quer the world when the chance 
comes. These officers may well be 
thinking in terms of the old leg- 
end of the unbeaten German army 
and they may be glad to have Hit- 
ler’s witless strategy as evidence 
that the German army was never 
beaten, but was rather betrayed 
by Hitler’s lack of capacity. 

Of more immediate interest is 
the effect that the new arrange- 
ment may have on the over-all 
strategy of Germany. There ap- 


pears to be something like a col- 
lapse of German resistance on the 
southern part of the front against 
Russia where the Russians are 
now advancing at  peace-time 
marching pace toward Wisla 
(Vistula) south of Warsaw. Does 
this indicate the beginning of a 
German withdrawal to the short- 
est possible line in the East—the 
Koenigsberg-Allenstein line — and 
thence along the upper Wisla to 
the Carpathians? Do the Ger- 
mans now hope by this means to 
reconstitute a strategic reserve, 
about which there have been 
some German official mutterings 
of recent days? Will there be 
further German withdrawals, per- 
haps from Norway and parts of 
the Balkan peninsula, with the 
same end in view? We shall 
have to wait and see. 

It is, however, interesting to 
note the amazing speed of the 
Russian advance in the east, 
whereas in the west Hitler ap- 
pears to be gathering his 5S 
troops and SS Generals in Nor- 
mandy and making every effort 
to contain the British-American 
forces. Is this an expression of 
a new policy of holding in the 
west and letting the eastern front 
take its chances? The strategical 
dispositions of the High Com- 
mand on May 1 suggested that 
the eastern front was to be held 
at all costs, even at the risk of 
an Allied breakthrough in the 
west. Now the tendency appears 
to be reversed, 

Himmler is known to favor a 
separate peace with Russia rather 
than with the western Allies, It 
may well be that there is a con: 
nection betweeen the purge of the 
aristocrats and a new policy of 
Russian rapprochement. If worse 
comes to worse, let in the Rus- 
sians, let them do their will—and 
presently German ability, German 
akill will rise to the top and take 
command of Russian resources for 
a new war of revenge.

Retort on Socialized Medicine 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

“M. D.,” in your issue of July 18, paints 
a glowing picture of socialized medicine, 
but there are thousands of us, physi- 
cians and the so-called medically neg- 
lected, who choose to differ with him. 
It is mostly agreed that one can have 
anything if he is willing to pay the 
price, and often, after the price has been 
paid, one wonders if the-price wasn’t 
too high. 

In the ecnase of the Wagner-Murray- 
Dingell social security bill, the medical 
setup would be under the direct super- 
vision of the Surgeon General, and he, 
with the recommendation of local med- 
ical societies, would appoint the entire 
personnel, from the top down. Doctors 
are fair and the great lot are ethical, 
bit if any American thinks he could 
keep the proposed organization out of 
politics, he is greatly mistaken, 

In the proposed bill, no provision has 
been made for the great mass who are 
not on any payroll—proprietors of small 
businesses, salesmen who sell on com- 
mission and even physicians themselves. 
Are they to be denied the benefits of 
socialized medicine? 

Our United States Public Health Serv- 
ice is giving preventive medicine and 
adequate medical care, and as nearly 
as possible, diagnosis is now being given 
the general public. No one has to suffer 
if he is unable to pay the bill, unless 
he is top proud to seek aid in our large, 
free general hospitals. 

The American public is faring for bet- 
ter than any country in the world, There 
ate prepayment organizations in opera- 
tidn in all states, which, for a small 
sum, will reimburse one for payments 
to hospitals and physicians; and the 
insurance companies will reimburse one 
for salary losses due to sickness, 

_The whole proposition becomes one of 
Socialism, for as sure as socialized medi- 
cine becomes a part of the law, it will 
be the beginning of socializing every- 
thing in our lives.

The Second Ruml Plan 


Though it is still largely. confined to business 
men and economists, there is a growing move- 
ment to eliminate the Federal income tax on cor- 
poration profits. Its latest and far from least 
advocate is Beardsley Ruml, who has just made a 
report to the National Planning Association. 

This plea and all others on the subject rest 
ultimately on the fact that dividends are taxed 
twice—once to the corporation and again to the 
Hence people of means 
tend to invest in bonds instead of in risk-taking 
stocks, But unless stock investments are main- 
tained high, business will stagnate, with familiar 
and unpleasant consequences to all. 

It is a good argument, but subject to some sub- 
stantial reservations. Freedom from corporate 
taxation capnot be granted without strings. 

Presumably, Congress will increase levies on 


‘individuals greatly enough to make up the differ- 


ence, But if the proper principle of ability to 
pay ia to be maintained, the increases muat be 
carefully proportioned among the people who 
receive dividends. The strongest argument against 
abating the corporation tax is that it could too 
easily be made .a device for shifting taxes from 
the well-to-do to middle- and low-income people. 

Congress must also do something about undi- 
vided profits, At the moment, corporate reserves 
do probably need some building up to finance 
postwar plant and production. But at other times, 
as in the late 1930s, many corporations have kept 
unreasonably: large parts of their profits, using 
them in effect to become investment trusts and 
holding companies. President Roosevelt lost his 
battle on this issue, Yet it will arise again. 
Eliminating the income tax without. providing 
some way to hold this tendency within reasonable 
bounds would still further aggravate the alarm- 
ing concentration of industrial control, 

The Ruml report asserts that the tax tends to 
raise prices. This assumes that corporations do 
boost their prices enough to maintain what they 
consider a “normal” profit after taxes are paid. 
To the extent that this is true, it is a confession 
that competition has ‘ceased to be a very good 
regulator of prices. In the kind of fully “free” 
economy that so many business men are dreaming 
on, if one corporation raised its prices, its com- 
petitorg would hold theirs steady and take away 
all the first one’s business. 

Another argument is that the high rate of 
present taxes tends to cause imprudent manage- 
ment. “If the Government is going to take nearly 
all of it, let’s spend it instead.” This motive has 
led to such outrageous bonuses as the Jack & 
Heintz affair revealed and to expensive “institu- 
tional” advertising of products not even manu- 
factured during wartime. But it has also led 
corporations to put much more money than is 
their wont into research and development, out 
of which will come new products and future em- 
ployment. 

Mr. Ruml’s proposal will have to stand up to 
these questions and atill others before it can be 
adopted an a formula for action. Relief from 
double taxes is a good principle, but the means 
must be adjusted to the other purposes of taxes. 

In any event, however, the tax structure is 
more than ready for rebuilding. There has been 
no fundamental improvement since the income tax 
amendment of 1913. Managed with wisdom, tax- 
ation can be a mighty force for long-time pros- 
perity and stability.

In settling the highly technical question of 
earnings on depreciation reserves, in an order 
issued last week, the Missouri Public Service Com- 
mission has indeed lived up to its name, If the 
public has any quarrel with the commission, it 
must be that ita decision did not come long ago, 

Rates for publie utility services, like elec- 
tricity, gas, water, telegraph and telephone, must 
not only cover wages and other immediate ex- 
penses. They must also compensate for the de- 
preciation or wearing out of the utility’s prop- 
erty. Otherwise, the companies would presently 
have run-down properties with no funds from 
which to replace them, 

Therefore, the companies collect rates high 
enough to accumulate depreciation reserves about 
as rapidly as the property wears out. Such re- 
serves are commonly invested, very often in im- 
provements and extensiong of the company’s own 
utility system. my 

Whether invested in this manner or otherwise, 
however, depreciation reserves are contributed, 
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not by owners and lenders, but by the rate-paying 
public. Anything earned from investing them 
should therefore be credited to rate-payers. That, 
in effect, is what the commission has ordered 
all utilities in the State to begin doing Jan, 1. 

A growing credit to consumers should, of 
course, mean lower rates eventually. For some 
utilities in some places, it might be enough to

Voters’ political forum, 

Mr, McKittrick pointed out the necessity for 
such agencies as a necessary and logical function 
as government necessarily grows more complex. 
He pointed out that many duties of modern gov- 
ernment could not be carried out today “through 
the relatively slower legislative and judicial pro- 
cesses.” While he opposes unrestrained bureauc- 
racy, Mr. McKittrick thinks that most of the 
important agencies are now so wisely controlled 
that “only the hopelessly prejudiced can regard 
them as symptomatic of tyrannical or bureau- 
cratic government.” He went on to lay down 
these eminently sensible provisions: 


In my opinion, government by administra- 
tive agencies should have the sanction of 
the people provided that the following three 
safeguards are established: 


1. The administrative agency must be able 
to trace its authority to some express act of 
Congress or some constitutional power of the 
executive; 

2. The administrative agency must not act 
outside the scope of its lawful powers; 


3. The personnel of the administrative 
agency must be such as to insure fair and 
efficient execution of its duties. In this con- 
nection, I should state that I am wholeheart- 
edly in accord with the view that some sys- 
tem of civil service is essential to good gov- 
ernment. 

This enlightened statement indicates that, 
while Mr. McKittrick has been engaged chiefly 
with state matters in his public career, he has 
also given studious thought to Federal policy, 
and has evolved a sound philosophy on an im- 
portant issue of our Government’s structure.

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Principles for a Lasting Peace 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Clear statement of war aims, co-operation between parties and col- 
laboration of President with Senate leaders are urged by writer as 
vital for success of treaty; suggests separate pact for world organi- 
zation; warns against striving for more than the people will accept. 


From “Woodrow Wilson and the Lost Peace,” by Thomas A. Bailey; 
Macmillan Co., New York, Publishers 


It seems desirable to stress certain basic 
principles which the American people 
should keep in mind in connection with a 
general peace at the end of a great world 
conflict, 

War aims should be unambiguous, prac- 
ticable, acceptable to American public 
opinion and closely correlated with the 
pronouncements of our allies. 


The people should be so led during the 
conflict that their emotionaliam will be 
held in leash. The greater the passions 
aroused by the fighting, the greater the dif- 
ficulties in making a lasting settlement. 
One may win the war but lose the peace, 
as we did last time. The objective should 
be to pace one’s self so as to win both. 


People’s Support Is Vital 


American public opinion should be edu- 
cated in advance to its responsibilities in 
world affairs, and more particularly to its 
responsibilities in executing the peace 


, treaty. This campaign should be under- 


taken as early in the war as possible, for 
when the fighting ends, the time is always 
too short for adequate instruction, Wilson 
made a heroic attempt to educate the coun- 
try after the treaty was completed, but by 
that time the Senate had gained too big a 
head atart, 

Unconditional surrender on the part of the 
enemy is imperative, unless the conditions 
are defined with unmistakable clarity, un- 
less they are capable of fulfillment and 
unless the victors intend in good faith to 
fulfill them. Even so, unconditional sur- 
render is no sure guarantee of an enduring 
peace, 


The American peace commission should 
be bi-partisan, with adequate representa- 
tion accorded the two great political par- 
ties, as well as the Senate. 


The President should enter into the 
closest and most cordial possible relations 
with the leaders of both parties in the 
Senate—before, during and after the 
negotiations. 


For Cooling-Off Period 


A preliminary peace should precede the 
final treaty, and it should speedily outline 
the military and other terms most press- 
ingly in need of solution. This will enable 
the world to adjust itself to a peacetime 
footing, while giving passions time to cool 
off. At a later date, the negotiatora can 
approach the general settlement with great- 
er deliberation and clearer vision. 


The defeated powers should be privileged 
to discuss, both orally and in writing, the 
terms of the definitive treaty while they 
are being drawn up. This is the only 
practicable way in which the reasons for 
the unworkability of certain provisions 
may be adequately set forth. 

The detailed covenant for a new world 
organization, if any, should not be written 
into the treaty of peace. General provision 
may be made in the pact for creating some 
such system at a subsequent time and under 
different auspices. Making peace with the 
enemy should not be confused with making 
a constitution for a new order. 

No treaty can last unless it provides 
workable machinery for peaceful change in 
the light of changing conditions. 

The victor can have vengeance, or he 
may have peace, but he cannot have both, 


In 1919 the Allies got neither, for venge- 
ance was incomplete and short-lived. No 
great nation can be kept in bondage for- 
ever, 

The vengeance of 1919 enlisted neutral 
sympathy, created a “remorse complex” in 
the minds of liberals in the victor nations, 
and revived German nationalism, These 
factors contributed to the final undoing of 
the Treaty of Versailles, 


The Conatitution should be amended so 
as to reduce the great obstructive power of 
the one-third minority in the Senate. Op- 
ponents of any treaty are armed with two 
votes; the proponents with only one. This 
is illogical, undemocratic and in 1919 it 
was probably disastrous. The same thing 
could easily happen again. The sooner the 
Constitution is changed the better. 


The President of the United States 
should never again make promises which 


the Senate cannot reasonably be counted 


on to honor or public opinion to support. 
It will be a long time before the world 
recovers from the disillusionment of 1919. 


The temple of peace must be built on 
the foundations of what people are likely 
to accept and what they will accept, not on 
what they should ideally accept, 


Not at a Single Bound 


Wilson had a noble vision, but he made 
the tragic mistake of thinking that man- 
kind, without the proper preparation and 
education, could attain a kind of interna- 
tional millennium at a single bound. As 
he told his associates, “If it won't work, 
it must be made to work.” 


He assumed that human nature—with its 
suspicion, fear, selfishness and greed— 
could be substantially changed overnight, 
especially American human nature, He 
took it for granted that our people would 
respond gladly to his gospel of unselfish- 
ness, speedily assume responsibilities com- 
mensurate with their new power and will- 
ingly shoulder burdens from which they 
could expect no direct gains. It was to be 
a new era of joy through service. 

Instead, we got Harding and “normalcy.” 

Statesmen must ever remember that 
mankind is shortsighted and perverse, and 
that he who would make haste too fast 
will almost inevitably fail. We shall not see 
the millennium in our. day, or in our 
children’s day; the best we can hope for is 
a substantial step forward on the tortuous 
path of international understanding and 
co-operation. 

If we can but learn the lessons from 
our last experience which are there for 
all to see, the price paid for them, though 
far too high, will not have been spent 
altogether in vain.

Two Books on Wilson's Errors 


Have Vital Lessons for Today 


“Woodrow Wilson,”’ by Gerald W. Johnson. (aspen 
& Bros., New York.) 

"Woodrow Wilson and the Lest Peace,”’ by Thomas 
A. Bailey. (Macmillan Co., New York.) 


In these days when the pattern of 1918 
is being so strikingly repeated, it is not sur- 
prising that many Americans,turn their 
thoughts to the Versailles Treaty and to 
Woodrow Wilson. Now two historians have 
done the same, with the high motive of call- 
ing to public attention the mistakes of “last 
time,” #o that they may be avoided when 
our leaders write the new treaty and set up 
the postwar world organisation, 

Both writers examine the shortcomings 
of Wilson in drafting the treaty and pre- 
senting it to the pyblic, Mr. Johnson, Bal- 
timore Sun editorial writer and author of 
several outstanding biographies, does so in 
friendly but realistic fashion. His too-brief 
text accompanies an excellent series of 
Wilson photographs, collected by the edi- 
tors of Look. Mr. Balley, professor of his- 
tory at Stanford University, is critical in 
his analysis, but it is a searching and usual- 
ly objective study of immense timeliness, 
Some of his book’s conclusions are reprint- 
ed on this page today. 
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The first writer praises Wilson's vision, 
but frankly admits that he was arrogant, 
bull-headed, puritanical, vengeful, with a 
genius for converting friends into bitter 
enemies and for “being right in the most 
irritating way.” Against the popular theory 
that Wilson's faults defeated him, Johnson 
contends it was not he but the American 
people who failed. He offers proof in the 
fact that although Wilson has been dead 
for 20 years, he is not forgotten; his mem- 
ory and hia ideals haunt ua like a burdened 
conscience, 

The second writer also finds that Amer- 
icans failed, but he attributes this to errors 
by Wilson and the others at Versailles. He 
draws up a long indictment. Some of its 
counts, many of them applicable as warn- 
ings today, are: 

There was no joint statement of definite 
Allied war aims. Wilson did not take up 
peace-making on a non-partisan basis. His 
1918 appeal for election of Democrats to 
Congres¢ cost him dearly in public support. 
Wilson was stiff-necked toward opponents, 
refused concessions, antagonized the Sen- 
ate. 

The Paris conference, impaired by delay 
in opening, lacked a set program, A sur- 
plus of experts and a clash of interests im- 
peded it; Churchill called it “a turbulent 
collision of embarrassed demagogues.” 

It was a mistake, Bailey contends, to 
make the League Covenant part of the 
treaty. It was also a mistake to merge 
the preliminary and the final pacts into 
one hastily drawn document. Mishandling 
of the Fiume and Shantung disputes lost 
prestige for Wilson. The secret treaties, 
made by the other nations before this 
country entered the war, had a deadly ef- 
fect on the deliberations. 

The League became an alliance of victors, 
Setting reparations at an impossible figure 
ended what hope there was for German co- 
operation. 
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So Wilson gave ammunition to his ene- 
mies at home, and the early popular sup- 
port for treaty and League changed to op- 
position or indifference. Wilson fought on. 
The photographs show him crumbling on 
the speaking tour that ended in physical 
breakdown. Treaty and League failed, too, 
and the world today pays the tragic price. 

Now Wilson’s ideals of world security 
live again. Have we learned enough to 
make their fulfillment possible? Study of 
the earlier mistakes, to which these books 
are a sound introduction, is among the 
world’s most important business today.

In the East, Germany will lose 
territory to Poland. How much 
is probably not settled and cer- 
tainly not known. East Prussia 
will certainly go elther to Poland 
or be divided between Poland and 
Russia, In addition, there is a dis- 
cussion involving the transfer to 
the Poles of all German territory 
east of the Oder and Silesia. That 
includes Silesia and most of Pom- 
erania, with the great German 
cities of Breslau and Stettin. 


French Claims on Reich, 


When Gen. De Gaulle was here, 
he made a statement regarding 
French claims on Germany. That 
included unlimited occupation of 
the great industrial areas of the 
Rhineland and Ruhr, leaving the 
ultimate fate of the Rhineland in 
suspension. Other demands may 
be expected from The Netherlands 
and Belgium. 

The question of the Kiel Canal 
and Schieswig-Holstein is under 
discussion. The Danes, who occupy 
a unique position, having appa- 
rently made an Atlantic Charter 
for themselves, reject any terri- 
torial acquisitions whatsoever, 
though they have historical claims, 
since as late as 1864 this territory

Most Important of Issues. 


There is, therefore, no other is- 
sue before us which demands such 
close analysis; none which re- 
quires more imagination and fore- 
sight.

It is, therefore, your duty and 
mine to consider the consequences 
of such a peace and the condi- 
tions necessary for maintaining it. 

First, we must ask some ques- 
tions. Thegquestions and answers 
will take more space than this or 
another column affords.

The original plan was for occupa- 
tion by Russian, American and 


British armies, each in its sphere. '

The news element in last night’s

How ‘The Kid' Turned 
Into a Real Fighter

ON THE AMERICAN FRONT 
ABOVE LESSAY, Normandy. 


NE battalion had pulled out of the town 
while another had gone on down the wooded 
slope toward the Ay River and Lessay. But 

the visitor who had come roaring down the 
sunken roads out of 


La Haye du Puits 
had no way of 


knowing that. What 
you saw as you 
turned into St. Ger- 
main-sur-Ay was a 
haunted village, as 
deserted as a mi- 
rage in the reveal- 
ing glare of the 
noonday sun. Doors 
from one end of the 
main street to the 
other stood open, 


windows gaping, their curtains flying out into the 
breeze. Shops, their fronts unshuttered, looked 
ready for business. But there was no life any- 
where—not so much as a stray dog or cat. If 
you asked for directions here your own voice 
answered you and you saw no percentage in 
staying in a sector from which the infantry 
seemed to have departed en masse. Toward 
Lessay around the bend in the highway you 
came upon a couple of sergeants and engineering 
equads putting the finishing touches on a couple

WE ASKED THEM about a string of wrecked 
German trucks that lay in ditches on the other 
wide of the town and they said something about 


asking Capt. McGettigan, but at the time we paid 
no attention. Riflemen were crouched on the side 
of the road overlooking the valley and the widen- 
ing arm of the sea. This was the front if ever 
there was such a thing in France, but the Ger- 
mans were paying no more attentign to it than 
the Americans. In the thick, enveloping hush 
you almost feared to speak. So we went back 
into the woods and waited on Maj. Joseph Novel- 
lino of Paterson, N. J.; Maj. Merritt Hursh of 
Wenonah, N. J., and Capt. Hugh’A. McGettigan, 
one-time advertising man of Newton, Mass. And 
g0, by devious routes we came upon the odd story 
of “the kid.” The Kid, who is described in the 
official record as Pvt. Patrick J. McDonough of 
Chicago, seems to have been a sort of problem 
soldier almost from the day of his enlistment, 
“He was a bright kid,” the Captain said. “But 
military routine seemed to bore him more than 
anything else in the world.” One day when he 
dropped his rifle or tripped over his own foot or 
something, McGettigan felt that there was a 
limit to human endurance and he called Pvt. Mc- 
Donough to step forward.

“HOW OLD ARE YOU?” And then it came 
out. 

“I’m 16,” said Pvt. McDonough, and for the 
first time since he came into the company he 
seemed flustered. 

“What are you doing in the Army?” asked the 
Captain. 

“I wanted to be in the Army,” he said. “All 
my brothers are in it. I didn’t want to stay 
home all alone.” 

“If you can’t be a good soldier don’t be a 
disgrace to them,” said the Captain. 

“Please, sir,” he said, “if you let me stay I'll 
try to do better.” 

“We'll see about it,” said the Captain. 

Pvt. McDonough really did better after that— 
at any rate, he quit scratching his neck while 
presumably standing at attention and he made 
some effort to keep himself and his equipment 
presentable for inspections. As far as one can 
make out from the evidence he is still completely 
bored by the regulation and monotony of drill, 
but at any rate he got by.

“HE HAD THE RIGHT-.stuff in him,” said the 
Captain. “The McDonoilyatpmagpacently, were a 
fighting family and I felt I could put up with 
the childish things he did while learning to be a 
soldier.” From then on until the unit started to 
move down through the- hedges from the sea- 
coast toward Lessay the kid’s story seems un- 
eventful. He got to be a reasonably good soldier, 
which is to say he caused no trouble.

THEN, ALL OF A SUDDEN, he heard some- 
thing else and peered cautiously through the 
hedge.

The kid probably never tried to remember the 
abstruse military principles drummed into him 
during the boresome training. What he did 
remember was that the object of the war was to 
get the Germans out of it.

On Chigger 


Prevention

HEY belong to the family of 
T the Trombidiidae. They are of 

the genus Leptus and the two 
species you are interested in are 
Leptus Americanus and Leptus 
irritans. To you, they are just 
plain chiggers. 

Chiggers are found pretty much 
all over the United States, except, 
perhaps, in the Pacific Coast re- 
gion, I have never heard of them 
out there, but they may be. They 
are found in the Atlantic seaboard 
states from New York to Georgia, 
and in those regions there is only 
one species, In Southern and mid- 
Western states, as far north as 
Minnesota and Wisconsin, another 
species is found. They may be 
much more widely distributed 
than that—I am sticking to the 
regions where scientific study has 
identified them. 

Their favorite local habitat is 
in woodlands where there is a con- 
siderable growth of underbrush. 
Blackberry bushes are their es- 
pecially favorite haunts. They are 
not found in cultivated fields or in 
well kept lawns and parks. Pic- 
nicking sites are dandy for them, 
as we all know only too well— 
river banks, around lovely little 
lakes. Their distribution is patchy, 
however. Some places’ which 
seemed ideal for them have been 
combed and examined year after 
year without finding any while 
close by in another spot with the 
same woodland characteristics 
they are found in plenteous abun- 
dance, 
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ONE OF THE THINGS, we 
don’t know about them is what 
they feed on, The popular belief 
that they live on berries and fruit 
juices cannot be substantiated. 
The idea that they live as para- 
sites on small animals also falls 
down, Such small animals have 
been examined repeatedly without 
finding any chiggers. They have 
been found attached to the skin 
of snakes. 

The season of their activity is 
from about July second to the end 
of September. But they are not so 
fierce as the summer wears out. 

The popular belief that they 
climb up the body and get on the 
chest and ih the armpits also 
breaks down under experimental 
investigations. They get into the 
ankles and knees, and if you walk 
waist high through bushes where 
they live you will get them at the 
level of contact, but the fellow 
who got them under the armpit 
lay down so as to give them a 
good chance, 

They are very small—i150 mi- 
crons, about 20 times as big as a 
human red blood cell—invisible to 
the naked eye though they can 
be seen with a hand lens. They 
pass through the weave of any 
ordinary clothing. 
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THEY DO NOT burrow into the 
skin, but sink their pincerlike jaws 
‘nto the skin and stay attached. 
They are especially likely to seize 
the skin at the edge of a hair fol- 
licle as a good place to get a grip. 

The itching to a sensitive indi- 
vidual from a set of chigger bites 
is almost intolerable. It is worst 
on the third day, but lasts unless 
treated for about eight days. A 
widespread and serious infesta- 
tion will cause a fever and pros 
tration although death has never 
been reported. In Japan, however, 
a similar mite causes the fatal 
Japanese River fever, 

For treatment any antiseptic 
that will kill the creature, or any 
anti-itching lotion is helpful. A 
small bottle of straight carbolic 
and dipping the stick end of a 
match in the liquid so that it is 
just moistened and touching each 
bite does the trick. The carbolic 
stops itching and kills the bug at 
the same time. 

For prevention for those going 
in the woods, sprinkling sulphur 
powder with a talcum shaker 
over the skin and clothing is 100 
per cent efficient,

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
E. R.: Is it safe to reduce with 
a licensed physician at a_ clinic 
using thyroid extract and will it 
have any effect on the eyes? 


Answer: The thyroid disease 
known as exopthalmic goiter 
causes protrusion of the eyeballs, 
but’ no one has ever been able to 
produce this effect with thyroid 
extract. The amount of thyroid 
extract used in reducing treat- 
ments is never enough, if properly 
given, to do any bodily harm, 


G. W. M.: Is there a permanent 
cure other than operation for a 
ruptured intervertebral disk? 


Answer: Most of them get well 
or adjust with time, 


E. W. T.: In answer to a ques- 
tion regarding electric treatments 
for cataract you said they were 
not to be used because they wasted 
time when real treatments would 
be beneficial. To what treatments 
do you refer, as my doctor leads 
me to think there is no treatment. 


Answer: The proper treatment 
of a cataract is to be under the 
care of an occulist who will watch 
the cataract until the exact time 
it ripens and is proper for surgi- 
cal removal.

After a while, I began 
haunting the theaters and booking 
offices, I joined Actors’ Equity, 
and was sent on an engagement 
to Atlantio City. There, I was ‘dis- 
covered,’ by Raymond Hitchcock, 
who signed me up as the prima 
donna in the musica] show, ‘Hitchy 
Coo.’ After touring with this com- 
pany, I was offered a movie con- 
tract by D. W. Griffith, for whom 
I worked three years. I learned 
more working under Griffith than 
anyone else I have ever known. 
He was—and is—a wonderful man. 
He never would settle for any 
superficiality in acting. He wanted 
every actor and actress to feel 
what they must portray. 

“I did character parte. I guess 
I did more dying scenes working 
for Griffith than I have done in

all the years since. He made only 
one picture a year. I was in 
‘America,’ and ‘Isn't Life Wonder- 
ful?’ which we made in Ger- 
many. 

“Here’s a story which typifies 
Griffith’s extreme humanity. We 
went on location one day in Ger- 
many, and on the way we met a 
blind musician. Griffith felt sorry 
for the man, so he stopped the 
whole company, asked the man 
to play for us, and provided a 
wonderful picnic for all the Ger- 
man peasants from the country- 
side around, We didn’t make a 
single scene. At another spot, we 
had to have a potato patch in a 
scene, Griffith bought a potato 
patch from a.man who asked 12 
dollars for it. Griffith paid him 
$100.” * 

When Miss Cunningham left the 


movies, she went back to New 
York to do character parts. “I 
had outgrown my taste for mu- 
sical shows at the time, and I 
loved acting. I guess in the past 
20 years I’ve been in fifty plays 
—mostly flops.” Many of them 
were not flops, however, we dis- 
covered. She played in “Margot,” 
“Post Road,” “Jonesy,” and many 
Group Theater productions like 
“Are You Decent?” “Tramp,” 
“The Season Changes,” “Tragedy 
of the Ages,” etc. Recently she 
played the part of the grand- 
mother in “Watch on the Rhine,” 
with Paul Lukas, on Broadway. 
Lukag is, in Miss Cunningham’s 
opinion, one of the finest and 
most generous actors she knows.

| when she became ill,” she 
explains, “For several weeks 
I tried to do a good imitation of 
the way Watson played the part. 
Finally, Lukas came to me and 
said: ‘I’m sure that you could do 
a much better job if you'd play 
this part as you interpret it, and 
stop trying to do it as another 
woman.’ With his coaching and 
patient assistance, I completely 
changed the interpretation of the 
part—and it was a wonderful ex- 
perience for me.” 

Miss Cunningham’s hobby is 
cooking. She lives most of the 
year in an apartment in a con- 
verted old-fashioned brownstone 
front mansion. “I have a huge 
fireplace in my living-room, over 
which I often cook steaks, or a 
whole leg of lamb. Whenever I 
am in rehearsal, I like to serve 
tea for the cast. 


Here are a few culinary tricks 
which Miss Cunningham uses in 
her own kitchen: grinds her own 
coffee fresh—says it improves the 
flavor; uses whipped butter, for 
serving with any bread; chops 
fresh herbs for her salad dressings, 
and mixes her own wine and tar- 
ragon vinegars. 

Thus far, this season, Miss Cun- 
ningham has been in “Open Road,” 
“Vagabond King,” “Eileen,” and 
“Music in the Air.” She will finish 
the season with “Maytime,” and 
“Irene.” But now that she knows 
people do exist in St. Louis in 
the summer, she hopes to come 
back again. 


My Day _-o-

HYDE PARK, Monday. 

T was wonderful to get up to 

the country again, and to find 

all the children at home and 
feel that Bense which comes to 
one nowhere else in the world but 
on returning to one’s own country- 
side. 

On the plane, a young officer re- 
turning from the West Coast im- 
parted to me his feeling about 
the East, and ended with: “It’s 
just home, I guess — better than 
any place in the world.” Most of 
us will say the same on returning 
to the spot where we have our 
roots. 

I had a swim in the morning 
on Saturday and lay in the sun. 
Peace settled down on me, and I 
wondered if I could have béen so 
far away last week. This life 
here seems the only natural and 
unchangeable one, 

Mme. Genevieve Tabouis came 
up from New York City to lunch 
with us. In the afternoon I at- 
tended the Roosevelt Home Club 
meeting. The past presidents of 
the club all spoke; the crowd was 
a mixed crowd, older people and 
a few young people and a great 
many children. To my surprise 
the young ones, on the whole, be- 
haved very well and seemed to 
listen to people talk. Perhaps 
they knew that sooner or later 
they would have a chance to get 
at some of the soft drinks that 
stood in cases by the side of the 
lawn. 

In the evening I went toa dance 
in our town hall at Hyde Park, 
and was glad to find that they are

really reviving the old square 
dances, The man who did the call- 
ing was excellent, and the band, 
which I think consisted largely of 
local talent, did well. The influx 
of new people in the neighborhood 
has probably brought us some who 
might not have been present a 
year or two ago, 


No one knew the Virginia Reel, 
but they tell me that the younger 
children are now learning it in 
school. Of course, all these old 
country dances are more fun for 
the young and old to dance to- 
gether, I think a good mixture of 
old and new dances draws a whole 
community together very well.

“Hermetic” Sealing?

An interesting ap- 
plication of the term, for “her- 
metic” sealing’ is making some- 
thing completely airtight. 

The reference is to Hermes, the 
Olympian god, son of Zeus and 
Maia! He was the god of science 
and invention and eloquence. The 
Greeks identified him with the 
Egyptian god Thoth, patron of 
literature and the scribe of the 
gods, So the word “Hermetic” was 
applied, in Greeks times, to writ- 
ings of the highest degree of sanc- 
tity works regarded as inspired. 

In early Christian times the term 
came to designate writings of a 
magical type, whence it found its 
way to the various secret sciences, 
and soon “Hermetic” became a 
popular term in alchemy and as- 
trology. “Hermetic” medicine for 
instance, designated the most 
mysterious as well as the most 
potent medicine and the name 
“hermetic sealing,” for making 
something absolutely airtight, has 
survived to thia day!
